It  will  be  seen  from  the  totals  that  public  water  supplies  have 
been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  are  of  good  quality. 
Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  Coneys  thorp  e  with  the  private 
supply.  Remedial  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Estate  and  subsequent 
samples  proved  satisfactory.  At  Slingsby  the  supply  to  an  isolated 
cot 'cage  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  alternative  arrangements  were 
made  by  the  owner. 


Details  of . the  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  laid  on  to  the 
houses  or  supplied  by  pillar  fountain  or  other  means  are  not  yet 
available  for  the  whole  area.  The  figures  for  those  parishes  surveyed

There  are  22  licensed  slaughtermen  under  the  above  Act.

One  case  of  infestation  has  been  reported  and  the  necessary 
action  taken. 


S  ohools . 


Gradual  improvement  is  being  made  to  the  sanitation  of  schools  in  the 
district  but  progress  is  slow  in  this  direction.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
the  completion  of  sewage  schemes  this  work  will  be  speeded  up. 

The  school  canteens  which  have  been  regularly  inspected  have  proved 
to  be  well  run  and  kept  in  a  clean  condition  although  in  some  cases  the 
equipment  is  antiquated. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1955 . 

No  public  slaughtering  is  carried  out  except  pigs  for  home  use  and 
no  carcases  have  been  inspected.  Two  inspections  have  been  made  of 
butchers*  shops.

6.  Housing  Act,  1949. 

Pour  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  received  during 
the  year,  three  of  which  were  approved  and  the  other  withdrawn.  A 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  should  now  be 
anticipated  with  the  raising  of  the  maximum  approved  expenditure  limit 
any  by  the  amendment  allowing  the  retention  of  tied  properties.  Not
